WASHINGTON, March 20.—^A new can- 
didate for public printer is in the field 
in 
the person of 
ex-Bepresentative 
Talentine, of Nebraska. 
He arrived in 
Washington yesterday and in company 
with Senator Manderson called on the 
president and left his papers. 
It is 
said that the delay in appointing a 
public printer has been at the request 
of Senator Manderson so as to give Mr. 
Valentine time to get here and see the 
president. 
Senator Manderson is the 
chairman of the senate committee on 
printing and his recommendation is ex- 
peeted to have considerable weight with 
the president. 
The Pennsylvania men, 
however, still think that August Don- 
ath, who has Senator Quay's support, 
will receive the nomination. 


The vice-president laid before the 
senate a communication from the gov- 
ernor of Bode Island, announcing the 
resignation of Senator Chace. 


After a half hour spent by the sena- 
tor in whispered conversation, 
Cul- 
lom moved a recess, but he withdrew the 
motion when a telegram was handed to 
him and moved instead an executive 
session. 


The senate then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of executive business. 


The telegram shown to Senator Cul- 
lom was from Private Secretary Hal- 
ford, It stated that there would prob- 
ably be nothing from the executive 
mansion to-day. 


While the senate was iu secret session 
another message was received, saying 
there would be some nominations, and 
the session was prolonged to await the 
arrival of the president's messenger.

"E. W. Nye" and "James Whitcomb 
B i l ^ , " are two names delicately in- 
scribed on the Aveline house day book. 
E. W. Nye is short for Edgar Wilson 
Nye, while Biley is the Hoosier dialect 
poet, a close friend of President Harri- 
son and a good man for prospective 
postmasters to "take out for a drive." 
The "literati" will delight an audience at 
the Temple opera house to-night. 


"Bill Nye" first came into prominence 
on the Laramie Boomerang and it was 
out there his name degenerated into 
plain, familiar "Bill." 


Nye is a man who never ci-acks a 
smile. 
He wouldn't smile if he was hit 
in the small of the back wiUi a cable 
car. Biley laughs more and though he 
does not talk more than Nye, seems to 
enjoy what he says. Nye is a big, jo\'ial 
fellow, and one of the most cordial of 
men in an interview. 
He talks quietly 
and acts as if life was a pleasant reality. 
He does not tell stories or try to make 
you laugh with jokes, but 
loung^ 
in an 
arm 
chaii-' in a - big Over- 
grown fashion, that makes you like him 
and want to give his hand a hearty 
shake when you leave him. 
He looks 
like the caricatures McDougall makes of 
him in the New York 
World, though he 
thinks McDougall makes him look ca- 
daverous. 


McDougall certainly does, for Nye is 
nearly six feet in height and will weigh 
185 or 190 pounds. 
His face is smoothly 
shaven and the steady penetrating but 
impenetrable look in the deep set brown 
eyes as they pierce the crystals in the 
little glasses perched on his nose is easi- 
ly recognized by those who are familiar 
with his portraits. 
Nye is a bright look- 
ing man less than 40 years of age. 
His 
complexion is sandy and his hair ex- 
tremely thin, so that a front view reveals 
nothing on the top of his head to break 
the round, shining contour. 
The jaw of 
the humorist is broad and square and 
makes one .think that he could crack 
almost'any joke with it. 
There is noth- 
ing of the dude about Bill Nye, and his 
good nature is never failing. 
He is just 
an everyday sort of newspaper man—no 
"journalist." 


Nye does not tell any fiinuy stories. 
He prefers to give his ideas to the pub- 
lic through the press. The sound policy 
of the latter method from a financial 
point of observation is apparent. 
He 
writes one funny story a week and puts 
in the rest of his time, he says, giving 
his show and ti-jdng to put up with the 
delights of travel. Nye formerly had an 
exclusive contract with the New York 
World, but now, insteacl of raising his 
salary, they give him the privilege of 
printing the same article elsewhere. He 
therefore sends copies of his letter to 
several papers, which print it simul- 
taneously. 
He iH constantly making 
memoranda of things which attract his 
attention wherever he is. 
The compo- 
sition of his letter is the work of a single 
morning, as he writes in his humorous 
style naturally and easily, 
Nye says: 
"Whatever fun there is in me is perfect- 
ly natural, I can't help it. 
It's one of 
those queer freaks of nature, like Blind 
Tom's propensity, I su2)pose. 
When 
I 
was a child it came out in boyish 
pranks. 
Now it takes a literarj* turn 
and it goes into what I write. 
It is just 
as easy for me to write in my way as for 
some one else iu a pathetic or philosoph- 
ical manner." 


James Whitcomb 
Riley 
is much 
smaller in statue than his companion 
and parts his sandy hair iu the middle 
so that two little thin bangs hang down 
on his forehead as far as they go. 
Nye 
wore a business suit of chevoit but 
BUey was dressed in a fine suit of im- 
ported cassimere. 
Biley seems much 
attached to Nye, in fact it appears to 
be 
reciprocal. 
Biley 
says: 
"This 
traveling 
i« 
pretty hard, knocking 
around the country, deprived of the 
pleasures of home. 
We are given a 
room at a hotel and no one seems to 
care whether we are made comfortable 
or not, though the landlord here has 
done everything for us since we came. 
But it is pretty hard sometimes. 
It 
makes me pale to think that we have 
got to sleep half the time in a sleeping 
car. 
I don't know what I would do if 
I had to go alone. 
I think my heart 
would brei^ with a large report. 
But 
we have a good deal of fun together" 


Nye and Biley came here from Koko- 
nto and go to Lafayette.

But those days have

larger cities, where the opportunity of 
education is greater and where the num- 
ber of devotees in any branch of art is 
sufficiently g^eat to make up an aud- 
ience of good size at any time. 


Madame Carreno has been giving con- 
certs in Chicago to overflowing houses 
and must have felt chagrined to look 
upon the meagre attendance at the 
Temple last night. She has played in 
this city once before, but under differ- 
ent circumstances, and if she remem- 
bered the attendance on her former con- 
cert, she must have felt puzzled to ac- 
count for the change. 


Of her playing we can only speak in 
praise. Her power, tenderness, taste, 
execution are unique and unequaled by 
any pianist we have heard. If so rigid 
an instrument as the piano can be said 
to have a soul. Mad. Carreno surely 
brings it out, as she plays not only with 
her hands, but with her eyes and face 
and figure. She may properly be styled 
an eloquent pianist. 


Signor Tagliepietra varied the enter- 
tainment with several vocal selections, 
which he rendered in grand style and 
excited his hearers to great enthusiasm. 


It is to be regp-etted that so excellent 
a concert should be »0 shabbily at- 
tended.
